he Scots: AS we were marching, he put the River of Emes betwixt us, 
ſo that he came to Torł without any ſtop, ſo that we lay foure myles 
” there-from ,and on the morrow brake up the march to Todcafter to 
— Our Foot yang 1 Fen were not one myle from it, the Alarme 
=". was ſent us by our Fforle, that Prince Rupert was with his whole 
aàxnie advancing, which made us preſently march back to the bounds

_ no loſſe, we .only the Lord Ddup priſoner, and Lievete- 
' nant Collonel Briſon is xilled, two Captaines, and ſome Souldiers: 
1 We have Sir Charles Lewcas, Generall Major Porter, ſome Collo- 
nels, and other officers, with ſundrie of their chiefe Officers killed. 
The number killed to the enemie as is eſtimate, is two thouſand, and
